Before I conchide there are two Thin gs 
to be remarked, which further confirm 
the Inutility of Inoculation. The firſt is 
the great Suttonian Secret, which, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hpulton, conſiſts in being able 
to give the Infection before Eruption or 
Fever, and conſequently before any Con- 
tagion can be received from the Perſon, 
otherwiſe than by Inciſion.
